and that nil theae mipl disturbances finally eul mi- 
D ile in abdominal typhus.

■lenti. 

If; after more or less distinctly felt premonitory 
pyjnptomfi— aft«r a sudden cold, excessive exertions, 
prostrating emotions or enjoy ment&— 1 more orl^s 
-violent fcver i» developed, a«aompani«d by d obese 
and painful™* of the head, retching and vomiting, 
dilution Mid Beniitiven«w of the pit of the sto- 
mach, and soon after of the whute abdomen, with 
urging diarrhoea, pappy and foul taste in the mouth, 
loss of appetite and tbirafc, feeling of dryness in the 
mouth and throa^ tongne sore, as if burnt and 
Bwoll*u,witb antagonistic change of symptoms, sns- 
pbftHft and extraordinary prostration, and feeling 
of fainting? a few spoonfuls of the above-mentioned 
solution of Apia 8, will afford each speedy relief, 
that it may seem beradible k> those who have not 
witnessed it. The icuisca, the vomiting the diar- 
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rfHjja, and the r^ufulness of the abdomen, diaap- 
pear ; qoiet sleep in, with gtneral perspiration, 
which terminates the fever, and affords great relief; 
after waking, the patient is comforted by the inter' 
ual simsaiionof returning health; a natural appe- 
tite is again felt, the strength returns, and in a few 
daye the healthy Jook of the tongue and Weal 
cavity show* that thy mu WM membrane of the slo* 
mach and bowels ha* recovered its normal quality 
The longer help is deferred, the longer time the 
morh.d prow has had in making Us inroads upon 
the system, the more frequently wilt it be necessary 
to repeat the medicine, until a cure h achieved. 

The same good result is purceived. if the morbid 
pram is accompanied by furuncles, urticaria, ery. 
aipelas— the latter principally on the head and in 
the- face, leas fneqnently upon the extremity and 
inclining to shift 1™ o a9 to another. Such 
a combination of symptoms not only shows a higher 
degree of intensity of the disease, but also shows 
that the onanism is still capable of battling agabist 
the internal disease, by compelling it to leave the 
interim tfssue, and to develop itself externally. It 
as thi: first buHinesft of the physician to support the 
organism in this tendency, and to guard the brain 
and boweJa from every detractive relapse. Apis, 
nmploywl as above, accompHshw this result more 
speedily than any ether drug. Of coarse, a few 
days are requi^d for this purpose, although the 
rules of using the drug and the cour^ of titatmnnt 
are the same. 

The jsame observation applies to tho not unfre-

The more froc|UgJit opportunities we biiv^ of observ- 
iurr both these diseases in different individuals, the 
more frequently we observe them m conjunction 
ivit.li serious chronic maladies chara<-Lijn*cd by some 
Sjjiieuific chronae miruiTn. or in conjunction \rith the 
mo.st penetrating and disturbing emotion^ au-ch 
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fright and fin oor^eqiiences ; the more frequently 
w£ observe the ^ addon appearance and di&o.ppftfir- 
aiice of siich pilules, alternating with corresponding - 
improvements or exacerbations in the Internal or- 
ganism, where we have to look on utterly powerless, 
as it were, the more uneasy do we fee! &t the 
mysterious nature of this malitfly, whicb, during 
sEie period of organic vigor, w k a sort of 

trifling u^mngement, Eomewb-oi like urticaria, but 
which, as the vital energies b^eotrm prorated by 
age, become more and more searching mtid tor-

ea*e. -BiTt inasmuch ns the keenest observer may 
overlook the right moment when the psoric poison

As a general 
rnk', this one dote in sufficient to nrrest the ftirthet 
development of the disease and to award all danger 
so completely, that ono, who is unacquainted with 
the untu re of the malady, feeds disposed to nsaurti 
that it never existed. 'Rut if the pain* continue, 
and are accompanied with fever. I resort to Apis 
after Kali had been allowed to act for a day or two, 
mixing- a drop in twelve tablespoonmls of water, 
and giving a dostf evejy hour, or every two or thvoc 
hours, according as the pains come on more or lesa 
freLpk-iitlv. Tbh treatment is continued until tho 
patient id quieted, after which the two remedies aru 
permitted to act without any further repetition uf 
TiJie medicine. 

If the inflammation of tbe joint sets in suddenly 
and with a violent fever, as is often the case after 
violent commotions, eatti^ations, etc.. we pn iK:re a 
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solution of Aconite in the ^tne manner as the Apis, 
and give these two medicines in alternate tably- 
spoonful doses every hour. After these "two solu- 
lions are finished, and the first assault of the disease 
has been controlled, ive gjive a globule of Eali 30 t 
and permit it to act for twenty-four boura. After 
this period we again give Apia every hou^ two or 
three hours, to above 7 until the pains cease, nficr 
which Kali ag allowed to act until the disease is 
entirely cured, 

If suppuration and varies of the joint have already

Is very similar to this afibedon of the hip -joint. 
Here loo wc observe the same insidious inflam- 
matory beginning, the same irresistible tendency to 
ichorous suppuration and disorganisation of the 
constituent parts of the joint, the same tendency to 
destroy the organism by gradual ox h imping fever, 
\\\\ have unmi^tukeable proofs of the presence of a 
poisonous process pervading the ^whole organism. 
He who has had frequent opportunities of observing 
this disease, knovra perfectly in what mysterious 
obscurity it is still enveloped, and how spwiJically 
different this nfJection of the knee sometimes ap- 
pears to 113 from the hip disease. The homoeopath ie 
law tenches us more positively than any thing else 
could dcK f that every ease of disease should be 
viewed as something specilically distinct from other 
eases, and should be treated with medicines that 
ore specifically adapted to it. An experience of 
Emmy years has taught me that iodine k the best 
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remedy to meet the symptoms which generally cha- 
racterize white swelling of the knee. Even at the 
present day Iodine is one of those remedies that 
require a goad deal of elucidation. Hence we 
should not. carried away by analogy, conclude from 
those things which are not clear, concerning other 
things which are no more m, Nevertheless the ob. 
serrations which have been made so far, have led 
to some highly important, more or less positive 
conclusions, and have shown us with a certain de- 
gree of satisfaction and certainty, that iodine is an 
inestimable gift of God, by means of which we ate 
enabled to free mankind from one of the most 
frightful complications, the psoric, sycosio and 
mere urial miasms. I ha ve been induced by various 
signs to believe that, in white swelling of the knee 
such a complication exii-ts. 

Considering the paucity of our observations 
bearing upon this important point> it seems imprac* 
ticable to make any positive statements with refer- 
ence to the assistance that its might possibly derive 
from the use of Apis in this disease, My own 
opportunities for observation having been very few, 
I recommend the use of Apis in white swelling of 
the kuce, to my professional brethren. The follow- 
ing symptoms in "Hering's American Proving^* 
seem to indicate it; IsoJs 828, 829 and 0^1, "vio- 
lent pain in the left knee, externally, above and 
below the knee, particularly above, somewhat in 
front; painful ^edematous swelling of the kuec;

C^mo con vincud altar a tsrtrclul uWrvaticca, of the 
course of the disea^ that nothing id more decep- 
tive than the pretended curati? a virtnes of corrosive 
sublimate in dyaontury* and that it is a mat cor of 
duty to bo mind Liil, in thid very particular, of the 
tramltig' vrmda of tbe master who, having himself

Apis is a natural remedy for dyt-fiitery- r j'J an truth 
i* abundantly confirmed by exp^rionce. All my 
preyioualy obtained requite m practioej testify to the 
cori-eettiefis of this statunnsiiL 

Ai tho very conmiejicemeiit of the dn-eo^e, a 
globule of Apk S is sufficient to cut short the dis- 
ca : se so that the patient feds easyj and sleeps quietly* 
During this slumber, fuvcr, pain and tenesmus dis- 
appear, and tho patient wakes "with a fbdiiig of 
health. If this should not take place in three hours, 
owing to the more ndv^neud state of the disease, 
another dose of Apis is required, after which the 
patient soon feels well. 

If the dyscnteiia disease has hrul a chance to 
localize- itself, and to assume a higher degree of in- 
tensity, it becomes neeoosary to excite the organic 
reaction all the more frequently. Under these cir- 
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cumgtancea we repeat the medijcine every hout f or 
every two or three IiourSp one globule at a time, 
until all further medication lias become unneces- 
sary. 

It ifl well known that epidemic diarrhoea, vis^ a 
diarrhoea resulting from peculiar alterations of the 
normal condition of the atmosphere, earth, water, 
indispensable food, or from other &tiU unknown 
elementary ipftaenoes inevitably acting up'-n every 
body, commence* in the form of el simple, apparently 
unimportant diarrhoea; that it gradually increases 
ia intensity as the processes of nutrition and san* 
gnificatioa become marc deeply disturbed, and that 
it finally terminates in life^destroying cholera. 
All these different atagea of diarrhoea, whether with 
or without vomiting watery or papescent, of one 
oolor or another, with or without pain a -*ith or 
without fever p have yielded really, safely and tho- 
roughly to Apia in my hands* I must except how- 
ever, cholera, of the epidemic form, where I laava 
not yet been able to try Apia for want of opportu- 
nity. As far as my personal observations g<s s 1 am 
disposed to affirrn that the best mode of effecting a 
good result is to give Apis 3 and Acomte 5, ia 
alternation,, one drop of each preparation well 
shaken in a bottle containing twelve tablcspoonflik 
of water, and giving a tablespoonful every hour or

This end is not always attained with equal cer- 
tainty and rapidity, if Apis is not given in alterna*

misery ia go much more lamentable, as it is, so to 
say, forced upon mankind from the cradle to the 
grave by the still prevailing and almost ineradicable 
delusion of c&fftartic wiedicatwn. 

Scarcely has the little being seen the light of the 
Vrorld, wh en the process of purgati on begins. Nurse, 
aunt, grandmamma^ every body v hasten to hush the 
cries which the rough contact of the outer world 



extorts from tint' little heifi£, by forcing down ttss 
throat n little laxative mixture, and tilt family- 
ph™oian, who goes by fashion, approve* of all 
ibi.-- It ie lily habit, i» r.fter-M\ to combat every 
little- eo&tiTeness, tvery digestive derangement, 
ewn : incipient disease, "by mcpn^ of Via cathartic 
mixture, rind his skill is considered proportionate 
to the quantity of staff which thy bowels expel 
under the operation of his chugs. Lsixative pills, 
rhubarb, glaubcr-Balt*, bitter- watery nines, gin, etc, 
etc.. are in every body'3 hands, and become an 
increasing necessity for millions. An ancient pre- 
jndicL decrees that, to permit a single day to pass 
by without stool, would be to expose one's life to 
the greatest danger* Every year we sue thou fluids 
rush to warm and cold springs that have the repu- 
tation of being possessed with di^lvent mid catbar- 
li. j : • ■ ■uiit-.-'. TSiosi- ivh" <.-.j.tu>-: :■:)■<:■. \>s i-< 
the spring*, use artificial mineral water in order to 
accomplish similar purposes. Very seldom a disease 
id met ivith, that is. permitted to run its course 
without dissolvent or cathartic means. It is still a 
profitable business to sell p Ate) it purgatives, such as 
cider in which a little magnesia has been dissolved. 

Everybody feels, how offensive these thin^ arc to 
nature; lww they attack the stomach and bowels: 
how they derange digestion and nutrition ; how" 
slowly patients recover li-om the effects of £"di 
di'iiufs ; how chronic abdominal afiections, aftur 
Baring been eased for a while by irtich drags, won 
return again with redoubled vigor; how the dose 
hii^ to be increased in order to obtain the same

result ; how the interns of sh 
and Sorter, and how, in the end, the .^mach h 
totally ruined, and the abnormal irritation and 
pondjwa of this Yiscua, with the diarrhcen and 
constipation, corresponding to theso condition* 
gradually load to the complete derangement ol 
the reproductive process. 

In spite of aU this, long habit has secured to 
these pernicious customs a sort of prescriptive 
right. The distress consequent upon them in- 
creases in proportion as tho reactive powers of the 
organism decrease, which is more particularly the 
case m the present generation. The suppression or 
these abuses has never been more nectary thnu 
m our age. Indeed, the old proverb is again veri- 
fiedr "Where need is greatest, there heiti % 
nearest," 1 

The world is not only indebted to Hahnemann 
Tor a knowledge, but also for a natural eorr.-ctivo 
of this serious abuse. His pmvijL-^ on healthy 
persons show this beyond a doubt. Few men, if 
their attrition had onec been directed to this abuse, 
will feel disposed to deny its extent Nor has a 
Javomble change in this respect been looked for in 
vain, dnce homoeopathy has now, for half a ecu- 
tury at least, shown the nselessness of all regular 
methods of purgation, and the superiority of the 
means with which this new system accomplishes 
most effectually all that those pernicious methods 
promised to do. It should be considered a duty 
by every physician, to ba acquainted with tho new 
means of cure. The continued nae of purgatives 
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should be considered a crime against health. They 
will soon cease to exist a3 regular means of treat 
meat, and their pernicious consequences will no 
longer have to be relieved by remedial means. 
But until their use is abolished, we shall have to 
counteract them by adequate moans of euro, mora 
particularly the- abnormal irritation and the paraly- 
tic debility, which am the most common conse- 
quences of the abuse of cathartics. 

It is a most fortunate thing that we have in Apis 
one of the most >eliabto means of removing the 
evil eileets of cathartic medicines, A single glo- 
bule of Apia SO is sufficient to this end. It is best 
to use it as follows : dissolve the globule in five- 
tablespoonfuls of water by shaking On; mixture 
well in a well closed \-i:d, and let the patient tfil-ra 
a tablespoon ful of this solution. If this dose acts 
well, no repetition is necessary for the present If 
this dose should not be sufficient, we prepare a new 
potence by throwing away three tablespoon fills of 
the former solution aad substituting four table* 
spoonfuls of fresh water, shaking the mixture wcll< 
We give el spoonful of this second solution, twenty- 
four hours a±br the first had been given, and, if 
necessary, a third spoonful prepared in the same 
way, and even a fourth and fifth, after which we 
await the result, without thinking either of im- 
provement or exacerbation, 

Generally, a feeling of case is experienced shortly 
after taking Apia.

JDtLibJG urging, increased after eating, early in the 
morning, and after sour and flatulent food, and 
aeeompamed bj various sore pains in the rectum, 
dimm,sh more and more, and give place to normal 
evacuations, first for days, next for ivceks, although 
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they continue to alternate more or less with consti- 
pation ? or painful, inefficient, hard stool, until they 
terminate sooner or later, according as the disease 
is m^rc or less tleep-seated, and had 1 fisted more or 
less loog t in permanent restoration of the normal 
secretions and excretions of the digestive organs. 
At the same tima the many distresses which the 
abnormal condition of the bowels and stomach had 
occasioned in the head and hearty disappear; the 
poor patient ^vho had been a prey to so many suf- 
ferings, feels Uke one horn again. 

This is the general result, unless pernio, sycoflie, 
syphilitic ur vaceinino complications should be pre- 
sent. Unfortunately the abuse of cathartics excites 
these miasms if they exi*t in the organism, and at 
the same time prostrates the reactive powers of the 
organism, and enables its enemies to rise against it, 
The distress "becomes more and more complicated; 
disorganisation^ alterations of the fluids, distur- 
bance* of the assimilative? sphere, nervous demure- 
jnents from simple illusions of the sentient sphere, 
and. occasional trembling and twitching, to ftp as- 
mod Lo and convulsive movements, and final extiruo* 
tion of nervous power, marasmus of the spinal 
marrow", or rnmolliasement of the brain: these are 
the eon sequencer of such miasmatic com plieat ions. 

In eh [Lease Apis alone isno^auJlkitmt- \Yr have 
to 4jfj^i>Uj-y such antidotes a* Sulphur^ our most pow- 
erful anti-psorie, which, unless, it had been abased

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sycosis are combined; bichrtmuite of potash oifuortc 
actd, if psora, fiyphilis and mercurial poisoning are 
united; and lastly, tartar emdk, or again Jlmric 
a&d A if the vmccine poison alone, or in combination 
with the other poisons, occupies the foreground, 

This id not the plate to treat of these special forms 
of human distress and to individualize their treat- 
ment j I shall endeavor to do this on a more suit 
able craaaioM. I shall have to limit myself here to 
ft superficial sketch of the t real merit, adding merely 
that a single dose of the specific autidote^vill act 
best Ef given highly potentbed, and that the Im- 
provement should after war da he allowed to progress 
as long a* a trace of it remains visible. But as soon 
as the improvement stops and an exacerbation sets 
in, which ia not speedily followed by another im- 
provement, or which seems to require our aid, we 
use Ap[* S ? one drop every dfty f until the improve 
ment is again perceived, after which we wait until 
another exacerbation demands our interference.

"when this fcmd of ignorance ahalL no longer "be 
tolerated^ it -unfortunately m still a prevailing sin 
of the lnofisaitjn. Even if we should be unable to 
effect a perfect cure, yet we may afford ^riU 
relief to such patients; we may often arrest their 
Buffer) ngs for a longer or shorter period and shorten 
the paYOxysina until they become almost imper- 
ceptible.

My observations in this respect are not sufficiently 
numerous to enable mc to offer positive directions; 
concerning the best mode of using the medicine in 
th^c diseases, or concerning the extent of the 
curative process or the complications that may 
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exist. All 1 can do ia to recommend Apis for 
further experiments in this range, and to remind 
my brethren of the insufficiency of other drugs, 
which has been a source of trouble to na in the 
last ten yeam Every body who haa watched the 
course of these diseases during this period, must 
have seen the difference existing between the pre- 
sent and the past character of the symptoms.

I have had abundant opportunities of verifying 
the warning expressed in No. 72 l t "pregnaut women 
should use the drug very cautiously. ; ' I am not 
acquainted with any drag which seems possessed 
of auch reliable virtues regarding the prevention of 
miscarriage, more particularly during the first half 
of pregnancy, as Apis, I have often become an 
involuntary spectator of the power of Apis to effect 
miscarriage ; for I had given it to honc?t women 
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who <ljd not know that they were p^gnant, and 
where the fact o£ pregnancy wag revealed to them 
by the subsequent miscarriage, which took place 
after one or two doses of Apia tad been taken, 
Ever since I have toads h a rule not to give Apis 
to females in whom the existence of pregnancy can 
be suspected in the remotest degree, until the mat- 
ter is reduced* to a certainty, and the conduct of the 
physician can be determined upon in accordance 
with existing- facts, 

I mil unable to say bow far this power inherent 
in Apia, of producing miscarriage, may be service- 
able to females who arc prone to miscarriage. 

I beg the privilege of adding a, mora general 
warning to this particular one. The more generally 
useful a thing is, the more liable is ft to abuse. 
The most important and useful discoveries of 
homoeopathy are abused in this manner by our 
age given to all sorts of excesses. 

Not only are the records of homoeopathy ran- 
sacked by speculative minds, who use her ad vantages 
for personal gain without giving due credit to the 
source whence the good things are obtained, This 
species of egotism may perhaps bo excused in con- 
liidemtion of tbe use which this kind of plagiarism 
affords, even if whole volumes should be filled with 
it, But if the stolen property is paraded before the 
world as soinetbiag belonging to one's self by right 
divine ; if official influence is abused for the purpose 
of dressing up that which rightfully belongs to our 
science, as some original discovery, thus caricaturing 
and disfiguring the beauty of the genuine blessiug* 
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then good is cbanged to evil, and the evil is the 
greater, the more comprehensive the truth that is 
so shamefully abused. It is absurd nnd may entail 
Bad. consequences upon the world, if the rational use 
of Apis is to be converted to the irrational proceed- 
ings of the so-called specific method, which ia often 
practised by men who, knowing better, purposely 
conceal the truth from the world. For years past, 
I have been called upon again and again, by patients 
who had been in the hands of these men, and who 
had been drenched with medicine, and had had all 
sorts of disastrous complications engendered in their 
poor bodies, to afford them some relief from these 
tortures inflicted by physicians who do not hesitate 
to assail the health of their patients by massive 
doses of drugs, of which they often know nothing 
but the name, 

"With these facts before me, nobody con find it 
strange that I should feel some misgivings in laying 
before the world a drag endowed with such exten- 
sive virtues. Apis is one of those drugs, the abuse 
of which may prove us destructive as tbc use of it 
is a source of saving good. It is no antipsorie, nor 
is it capable of antidoting the three miasms, or of 
inflicting medicinal diseases for life. Kevcrtheless, 
it is a deeply and speedily-acting drug, tor it auects 
the whole internal mucous membrane, the nervous 
system, and the process of sanguification, thus dis- 
turbing the health for a long time. Its primary 
aggravating action, its deeply penetrating inter- 
ference with the existing morbid process, which 
may lead to errojs in diagnosis, and its power to 



exhaust the reactive energies of the organism pre- 
maturely, render it a very dangerous agent. These 
circumstances go to show that such an agent, in the 
hands of the partizans of the Specific School may 
be as dangerously and injuriously abused as other 
important drugs have been. I cannot sufficiently 
warn my readers against such distressing abuse*. 
Only he is protected from the danger of imitating 
such shameful absurdities, who listens to the word* 
of our master :
